It’s  no  mystery  why  Chinese 
upset  over  Charlie  Chan  film

Many  in  Boston’s  Chinese 
community  are  probably  un¬ 
aware  that  a  new  Charlie  Chan 
movie,  that  will  perpetuate  the 
insane  myths  of  the  “inscruta¬ 
ble”  buck-toothed  detective  and 
his  innumerable  sons  -  is  trying 
to  film  in  San  Francisco’s  Chi¬ 
natown  despite  massive  com¬ 
munity  protest.  The  new  movie 
is  Charlie  Chan  and  the  Curse  of 
the  Dragon  Queen,  starring  Pe¬ 


ter  Ustinov  as  the  honorable 
detective. 

Believe  it  or  not,  Mr.  Chan  is 
still  alive  in  1980,  in  spite  of 
bilingual  education,  affirmative 
action  policies,  greater  Asian- 
American  participation  in  local, 
state  and  national  politics  and 
the  successes  which  other  eth¬ 
nic  groups  have  had  in  im¬ 
proving  their  media  images. 

Charlie  Chan  is  still  going 
strong  —  after  surviving 
Warner  Oland,  Sidney  Toler, 


Roland  Winters,  J.  Carrol  Naish 
and  Ross  Martin  ...  all  white 
actors  playing  the  super-polite 
“oriental”  sleuth.  Even  during 
the  peak  of  his  popularity,  the 
amazingly  clever  Mr.  Chan  was 
never  played  by  an  authentic 
Chinese  actor  because  the 
movie  industry  found  it  more 
interesting  to  put  a  “yellow- 
face”  on  a  white  actor.  The  first 
Charlie  Chan  movie  appeared  in 
1926.  Have  we  Asian-

Lower  Washington  St.  closed  till  July  31 


A  giant  crane  sitting  in  the 
middle  of  lower  Washington 
Street  will  remain  there  at 
least  until  July  31,  stopping 
both  car  and  foot  traffic  while 
the  steel  superstructure  of 
the  new  Floating  Hospital’s 
Washington  Streeet  span  is 
completed. 

Dan  Eagan,  construction 
superintendent,  said  his  com¬ 
pany  got  approval  from  City 
Hall  months  ago  to  block 
traffic. There  was  no  other 
way  to  lay  the  nine  stories  of 
steel  the  span  requires,  he 
said. 

“We’re  not  trying  to  incon¬ 
venience  anyone,”  Eagan 
said, “but  there’s  no  other 
way  to  do  it.” 

Automoble  traffic  is  banned 
at  all  hours,  Eagan  said,  but 
after  5  p.m.  and  during 
weekends  the  snow  fence 
blocking  the  street  will  be 
opened  to  allow  foot  traffic. . 


Pan  is  optimistic  on 
agency’s  future 


In  the  wake  of  a  staff  battle 
that  saw  five  senior  staff 
members  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  Edward  Guen  re¬ 
sign  their  positions  at  the 
Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council,  the  CEDC’s 
May  27  annual  meeting  was 
subdued,  with  George  S.  Pan 
confirmed  as  the  new  chair¬ 
man  and  the  election  of  the 
vice-chairman  postponed. 

Stanley  L.  F.  Chin  was  re¬ 
elected  treasurer  and  James 
W.J.  Wong  was  re-elected 
board  clerk. 

In  an  interview  last  week, 
Pan  said  he  postponed  elec¬ 
tion  of  the  vice-chairmanship, 
until  a  person  who  can  devote 
the  time  necessary  for  the 
position  is  found.  “We  didn’t 
wa  it  to  jump  to  any  conclu¬ 
sion,  but  give  everybody  time 
to  think  about  it,”  Pan  said, 
pointing  out  that  postponing 
an  election  is  not  unpre¬ 
cedented. 

In  the  interview,  Pan  also 
listed  CEDC’s  goals  and  spoke 
optimistically  about  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  the  organization  and 
its  relation  to  Chinatown. 

Over  the  past  weeks  there 
has  been  considerable  con¬ 
cern  within  CEDC  about  the 
organization's  relationship 
with  its  chief  funding  source, 
the  Office  of  Economic  De¬ 
velopment  in  Washington 
D.C.  An  OED  letter,  highly 
critical  of  the  leadership  of 
CEDC  Executive  Director, 
William  Leong,  made  specu¬ 
lation  about  future  funding 
for  Chinatown’s  wealthiest 
organization,  a  prime  subject 
both  inside  and  outside  the 
CEDC. 

But  Pan  said  that  although 
the  letter  was  critical,  OED’s 
response  to  their  current 
staff  and  community  rela¬ 
tions  problems  have  been  no¬ 
thing  but  positive. 


“1  was  in  Washington  yes¬ 
terday  (June  4)  and  the  week 
before  last,  and  OED  was  very 
responsive.  They  tend  to  be 
very  critical  but  they’ve  also 
given  us  a  chance  to  correct 
ourselves,”  Pan  said. 

He  said  that  OED  was  very 
encouraging  and  that  they 
leaned  over  backwards  to  be 
helpful  and  gave  no  indica¬ 
tion  that  any  of  CEDC’s 
funding  was  in  jeopardy. 
“Everything  we  talked  about 
was  long  term,”  Pan  said. 

Pan  said  CEDC’s  goals  are, 
“Community  unity,  the 
physical  development  of 
Chinatown  and  the  business 
development  of  Chinatown;  in 
that  order.” 

“The  environment  is  right 
for  that  change,”  Pan  said. 
CEDC  is  ready  for  that  kind  of 
direction.” 

Pan  said  community  reac¬ 
tion  to  the  resignations  was 
positive,  “(we  got  the)  feeling 
that  all  the  other  agencies 
wanted  to  help  CEDC.  The 
reaction  was  very  positive,  as 
was  OED’s.” 

Pan  said  he  feels  the  time  is 
right  for  all  Chinatown  agen¬ 
cies  and  organizations  to 
band  together  and  that  CEDC 
wants  to  help  others  secure 
funding  for  their  educational 
and  social  services. 

“we  want  to  do  what  we  do 
best,”  and  that’s  get  money.” 

One  lingering  problem,  Pan 
said,  was  the  continuing  cir¬ 
culation  of  the  OED  letter 
which  pointedly  criticized 
William  Leong’s  performance 
as  executive  director.  Pan 
said  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  got  hold  of  a  copy 
and  expressed  concern,  along 
with  a  number  of  funding 
sources. 

But  Pan  believes  the  storm 
will  die  down  and  CEDC  will 
emerge  all  the  better  for  it. 
“Give  us  six  more  months,” 
he  said.

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New  bookstore 
reaches  from  East  to  West 


If  you  happen  to  be  look¬ 
ing  for  Western  classics 
printed  in  Chinese  or  works  of 
famous  Chinese  writers 
printed  in  English  or  scho¬ 
larly  works  in  either  lan¬ 
guage,  there  is  a  new 
bookstore  for  you  at  25-31 
West  Street,  near  the 
Downtown  Crossing. 

Also  at  the  Cheng  &  Tsui 
Company  are  large  art  books 
on  China,  Japan  and  Korea, 
reference  books,  periodicals, 
classics  and  popular  works  in 
both  Chinese  and  English,  a 
wide  variety  of  dictionaries  in 
Chinese,  Japanese,  Viet¬ 
namese  and  English,  lan¬ 
guage  learning  books,  cook¬ 
books,  even  comics  books. 

Jill  T.  Cheng,  owner  and 
general  manager  of  the  C  &  T 
Co.,  her  bookstore  is  unique 
because  it  is  not  strictly 
Chinese  or  English  or 
Japanese,  but  truely  multi¬ 
cultural.  There  is  no  such 
store  in  New  York,  Hong 
Kong,  or  on  Taiwan  or  main¬ 
land  China,  places  where 
cheng  procures  her  books  and 
often  finds  her  customers. 

Started  10  years  ago  a 
hobby  to  satisfy  her  hus¬ 
band’s  desire  for  Chinese 
novels,  it  was  not  until  1976 
that  Cheng  gave  up  her  full¬ 
time  job  and  plunged  into  a 
mail  order  book  business. 


Then,  as  now,  the  mail  order 
part  of  the  store  leans  toward 
highly  scholarly  books,  often 
difficult  to  find  and  expen¬ 
sive. 

Outgrowing  her  Brook¬ 
line  headquarters  and  Cam¬ 
bridge  Post  Office  box,  Cheng 
began  looking  for  warehouse 
space  last  year  but  finally  set¬ 
tled  on  the  West  Street  ad¬ 
dress  after  deciding  to  open  a 
walk-in  store  along  with  the 
mail  order  business.  Before 
moving  in  May,  however,  the 
famous  Brattle  Street 
Bookstore  burned  to  the 
ground  and,  in  a  period  of  less 
than  10  days,  reopened  in  new 
quarters  rented  from  Cheng. 
Through  one  doorway  now 
booklovers  can  span  the  world 
from  East  to  West,  from  En¬ 
glish  to  Chinese. 

Cheng,  who  speaks 
Chinese,  English,  Japanese 
and  German,  also  searches 
out  rare  and  out-of-print 
books  for  her  customers. 
Highest  price  for  a  book  lo¬ 
cated  ?  One  thousand  dollars 
for  a  Japanese  mathmatics 
book  sold  to,  what  else,  a 
mathematician  studying 
Japanese. 

The  book  search  service, 
Cheng  says,  is  “tremendously 
time  consuming  and  almost 
money  losing,  but  to  me  it  is 
also  one  of  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  aspects  of  the  business.” 


In  addition,  once  a  rare  book 
is  found  —  usually  through 
letters  to  contacts  Cheng 
built  up  over  the  beginning, 
less  profitable  years  —  who¬ 
ever  bought  the  book  becomes 
a  good  C  &  T  Co.  customer. 


One  customer  who  re¬ 
cently  walked  into  the  new 
store  expressed  a  point  that 
Cheng  thinks  is  important  to 
the  store  and  to  the  nearby 
Chinese  community.  The  cus¬ 
tomer,  a  non-Chinese  speak¬ 
ing  Chinese-American  said 
she  was  overjoyed  to  have 
found  a  place  where  she  could 
buy  books  in  English  about 
China  and  Chinese  culture 
and  arts. 

The  books  in  Chinatown 
bookstores,  Cheng  says,  are 
almost  exclusively  in 
Chinese,  while  there  is  a  large 
number  of  Chinese- 
Americans  who  cannot  speak 
or  read  Chinese. 

Store  manager  Pei-shan 
VanZoeren  (“That’s  Dutch- 
Chinese, ’’explains  the 

Taiwan-born,  university 
graduate.)  says  that,  “It  is 
important  to  know  there’s  a 
place  where  Chinese  can  keep 
up  with  their  traditional  cul¬ 
ture”  whether  they  speak 
Chinese  or  not.

CEDC  to  develop 
Boylston  Building 


Swimming,  crafts,  trips  at 
YMCA  summer  day  camp 


The  Chinese  Economic  De¬ 
velopment  Council  (CEDC)  is 
in  the  process  of  purchasing 
of  the  Boylston  Building  at 
the  corner  of  Boylston  and 
Washington  Streets  as  the 
“keystone”  to  further  de¬ 
velopment  along  Washington 
Street. 

in  December  1979  the  CEDC 
signed  a  purchase  and  sales 
agreement  for  $1,250,000  for 
the  six-story  building  which 
presently  houses  adult 
amusement  concessions  and  a 
Pizza  restaurant  on  the 
street  level.  CEDC  executive 
Director  William  Leong  said 
that  CEDC  hopes  to  close  the 
deal  with  the  present  owners 
in  the  next  six  months. 

Leong  said  the  CEDC  plans 
to  use  the  building  for  retail 
and  commercial  space,  hope¬ 
fully  to  be  occupied  by 
Chinese  businesses.  He  said 
CEDC  will  be  looking  for  large 
firms  which  have  a  committ¬ 
ment  to  training  and  hiring 
minority  workers,  to  move 
into  the  building. 

Rents  in  the  building  will  be 
about  $10  per  square  foot,  but 
Leong  said  there  will  also  be  a 
sliding  scale  depending  on 
how  much  the  company  can 
afford.  In  this  way,  he  said, 
minority  business  will  have  a 
chance  to  make  good  on  prime 
downtown  land. 

“I  have  a  lot  of  visions  for 
this  building,”.  Leong  said. 
“But  I  can’t  get  carried  away 
helping  the  Chinese  to  the  de¬ 
triment  of  the  (payments  for 
the)  building.” 

Leong  predicts  the  renova¬ 
tion  and  operation  of  the 
building  will  create  390  per¬ 
manent  jobs  and  105  con¬ 
struction  jobs.  CEDC  hopes  to 
hire  a  construction  company 
which  will  have  a  strong 


committment  to  affirmative 
action  employment,  so 
Chinese  can  gain  jobs  and  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  construction 
industry. 

According  to  Leong  renova¬ 
tion  will  take  about  18  months 
and  cost  $3.6  million.  Leong 
said  that  the  high  renovation 
cost  will  be  high  because  of 
the  need  to  replace  every¬ 
thing  except  “the  walls,  win¬ 
dows  and  floors.” 

The  development  of  the 
Boylston  Building  is  the  first 
part  larger  plans,  as  yet  not 
public,  that  include  develop¬ 


ment  of  the  600  Washington 
Street  block  and  the  block  toi 
the  south  of  that,  boardered 
by  Washington  and  Harrison, 
and  Beach  and  Essex  Streets, 
Leong  said. 

Numerous  Chinatown 
agencies  and  organizations 
have  endorsed  the  Boylston 
Street  project  in  letters  to 
CEDC  .  The  Golden  Age 
Center,  Chinatown  YMCA, 
the  Chinese  Consolidated  Be¬ 
nevolent  Association,  and  the 
Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  are  among  those 
supporting  the  CEDC  plans. 


The  Chinatown  YMCA  is 
offering  pre-teems  (ages  4 
through  10)  a  summer  day 
camp  program  that  includes 
swimming  lessons  at  Quincy 
Community  School,  field  trips 
to  local  museums,  amd  arts 
and  crafts,  among  other  ac¬ 
tivities. 

The  day  camp  will  begin 
Monday  July  7  and  run 
through  Friday,  August  15. 
Camp  hours  are  from  8  a.m.  to 
4  p.m.  and  the  program  costs 
$15  per  week,  which  includes 
transportation  to  and  from 
the  YMCA  on  Tyler  Street. 


Edward  Woo  of  the  YMCA 
said  there  is  a  possibility  the 
day  camp  will  be  separated 
into  two  age  groups,  ages  4 
through  6  years  and  7 
through  10  years-old.  The 
younger  group,  Woo  said,  will 
participate  in  more  of  a  day 
care  program  than  a  camping 
one. 

Registration  ends  Friday, 
June  22  at  the  YMCA.  The 
number  of  places  on  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  limited  so  anyone  in¬ 
terested  is  urged  to  sign  up 
soon.  Joyce  Wong,  at  338-9642, 
will  answer  any  questions  you 
may  have. 


Making  kites  and  coloring  Chinese

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“Upgrading  property” 
means  evicting  renters 


The  residents  of  90  Warr¬ 
ington  Street  may  be  forced  to 
leave  their  homes  if  landlord 
Charles  Patsos  wins  his  eviction 
suit  in  court. 

In  December  1979,  residents 
were  served  an  eviction  notice 
by  the  trust  in  which  the  proper¬ 
ty  is  held.  Patsos  is  the  sole 
trustee  of  the  building  and  a 
dozen  other  properties  in 
Boston,  according  to  Regina 
Lee,  a  Chinatown  Housing  and 
Land  Use  Task  Force  member 
and  one  of  the  lawyers  at  Boston 
Legal  Services  who  is  defending 
the  residents  in  the  suit. 

The  seven  families  residing  at 
Warrington  Street  are  all 
Chinese,  and  most  are  recent 
immigrants  with  little  or  no 
English  skills.  They  are  fearful 
of  the  consequences  of  the  evic¬ 
tion  and  they  wish  to  remain  in 
a  location  situated  closely  to 
Chinatown,  Lee  said,  because  of 
their  lace  of  familiarity  with 
Boston,  the  English  language, 
and  the  American  culture. 

with  the  tight  housing  situa¬ 
tion  in  Chinatown,  it  is  unlikely 
they  will  find  housing  within  the 


community  and  will  have  to  go 
outside. 

Lee  said  most  of  the  families 
have  young  children  and  want  to 
remain  in  the  area  so  the 
children  may  attend  Qunicy 
School,  which  offers  bilingual 
education  rather  than  the  tradi¬ 
tional  classes  held  in  English  on¬ 
ly- 

The  90  Warrington  Street 
location  is  also  convenient  to  the 
resident’s  places  of  work,  the 
restaurants  in  Chinatown  where 
the  men  work  and  the  garment 
factories  where  the  women  are 
employed. 

Other  Chinatown  residents 
use  car  or  van  pools  to  get  to  in 
work  in  suburban  restaurants 
and  if  they  are  forced  to 
relocate,  chances  are  they  will 
no  longer  be  able  to  participate 
in  car  pools. 

According  to  Lee,  the  Task 
Force  ssses  this  particular  inci¬ 
dent  as  part  of  the  greater  pro¬ 
blems  of  housing  in  Chinatown 
which  the  housing  organization 
is  trying  to  combat. 

The  Task  Force  has  tried  to 
inform  the  community  of  the 
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eviction  problems  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  means  of  community  sup¬ 
port.  The  Task  Force  sponsored 
a  fund  raiser  last  month  to 
solicit  contributions  for  the 
legal  costs  incurred  by  the 
tenants. 

Residents  received  their 
court  papers  on  April  1980,  but 
a  court  date  has  not  as  yet  been 
set. 

According  to  Charles  Patsos, 
the  owner  of  the  building,  he 
must  evict  the  present  tennants 
in  order  to  remodel  and  upgrade 
the  building.  "I  will  not 
descriminate  as  to  whom  I  will 
rent  the  apartments  to  once  the 
improvements  have  been  made 
he  said. 

Patsos  said,  “I  understand  the 
controversy  in  Chinatown,  but  I 
am  in  business  and  I  see  an  op^ 
portunity  for  improvement.  I’m 
not  degrading  the  area,  I’m  try¬ 
ing  to  improve  my  properties.  I 
take  pride  in  them.  I’ve  upgrad¬ 
ed  several  locations  around 
Back  Bay  very  successfully.  I 
run  my  buildings  very  tightly 
and  I  think  the  city  should  have 
more  landlords  like  me  .”

(The  position  of 
moderator,  held  last  year  by 
Norman  Mar,  is  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  chairman  of  the  board.) 

Yee,  a  psychologist  at  the 
Judge  Baker  Clinic  and  the 
South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center,  served  as 
council  secretary  last  year 
and  was  a  member  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  committee  the  year  be¬ 
fore  that. 


Steve  Yee,  an  engineer  with 
the  Environmental  Protec¬ 
tion  Agency,  was  elected  tre¬ 
asurer  and  Phil  Dea,  a  Boston 
psychiatrist,  was  elected  sec¬ 
retary  to  the  11-member 
council. 


The  moderator,  Yee  said, 
does  not  channel  the  direction 
of  the  policy-making  council 
as  much  as  serves  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  council’s  wishes. 

One  of  Yee’s  chief  concerns 
is  for  the  council  to  reassess 
the  services  being  given  to 
the  indigent  Chinatown  and 
Boston  Chinese  community. 
With  the  influx  of  recent  re¬ 
fugees  and  the  growing  need 
for  more  Enlish-as-a- 
second-language  classes  - 
another  area  the  council  will 
concern  itself  with  -  Yee  feels 
those  persons  living  in  the 
area  for  many  years  have 
sometimes  been  lost  in  the 
effort  to  help  the  newest  arri¬ 
vals  . 

Yee  also  said  the  council 
will  be  exploring  ways  to  work 
more  closely  with  other 
Chinatown  agencies  on  prog¬ 


rams  and  funding.

They  (kung-fu  films)  pre¬ 
sented  action  as  it  had  never 
been  presented  before,  and 
they  presented  it  in  an  envi¬ 
ronment  that  was  diagram- 
matically  clear;  in  them  one 
person,  without  technology , 
without  money,  without  pow¬ 
er,  could  confront  the  organi¬ 
sation,  the  protection  racket 
king  and  hit  back.  Perhaps 
they  were  simple  fantasies  of 
power,  for  they  showed  the 
character  who,  for  decades, 
had  just  been  one  of  the  crowd 
in  western  films  taking  con¬ 
trol  of  his  or  her  environment 
in  no  uncertain  terms  and  in 
the  most  direct  way  possible. 

Kung  Fu: 

Cinema  of  Vengeance 
Verina  Glaessner 


The  extreme  popularity  of 
“kung-fu”  films  among 
Chinese-Americans  is  appa¬ 
rent  even  to  the  casual  ob¬ 
server,  as  Chinatown  the¬ 
aters  across  the  U.S.  feature 
the  fighting  films  week  in  and 
week  out,  year  after  year. 
There  has  been  little  formal 
research  into  the  psychologi¬ 
cal  and  emotional  impact  of 
these  films,  particularly  on 
the  Chinese-American  male 
identity.  But  preliminary 
analysis  of  these  ultra- violent 
movies  indicates  their  impact 
is  essentially  negative  in  that 
they  serve  as  an  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  outlet  for  feelings  of  im¬ 
potence,  anger  and  frustra¬ 
tion. 

To  appreciate  the  influence 
of  kung-fu  movies  on 
Chinese-American  males,  we 
must  first  understand  the 
historical  background  of 
these  films. 

The  first  Chinese  kung-fu 
films  were  made  in  the  1920’s 
and  30’s  in  studios  in  major 
Chinese  cities  like  Shanghai. 
The  Japanese  invasion  of 
China  severely  disrupted  the 
Chinese  movie  industry  in  the 
late  1930’s.  Many  movie  pro¬ 
ducers,  directors  and  actors 
fled  to  British  Hong  Kong  to 
escape  the  Japanese,  and 
later  to  escape  from  the 
Kuomingtang  -  Communist 
civil  war. 


In  the  early  50’s,  the  Shaw 
Brothers,  who  with  movie 
making  experience  from 
(Shanghai  began  making  not 
only  kung-fu  action  films,  but 
also  melodramas,  romances 
and  comedies.  They  produced 
a  large  number  of  sword¬ 
fighting  kung-fu  films  in  color 
in  the  1960’s  and  easily  domi¬ 
nated  the  kung-fu  film  genre 
over  their  small-time  com¬ 
petitors.  In  the  early  seven¬ 
ties,  bare-hand  or  “fist”! 
kung-fu  films  took  precedent 
in  popularity  over  the  sword¬ 
fighting  films  and  other 
studios  such  as  Golden  Har¬ 
vest',  Cathy  and  Panasia, 
began  giving  Shaw  stiff  com¬ 
petition,  especially  Golden, 
Harvest  since  it  introduced! 
Bruce  Lee  to  the  interna¬ 
tional  movie  public  in  1971. 

Today  the  vast  financial 
empire  of  the  Shaw  Brothers 
is  still  the  dominant  producer 
of  kung-fu  films,  but  the  com¬ 
petition  from  other  studios  is 
strong. 

—  Three  Kinds  — 

Kung-fu  films  basically  are 
broken  down  into  three  major 
categories: 

1.  The  sword-fighting  vari¬ 
ety  which  takes  place  in 
feudal  China,  similar  to 
European  knighthood  films. 
Because  the  period  lends  it¬ 
self  so  well  the  films  tend  to 
abound  in  fantasy,  mysticism 
and  folklore.  Besides  the  dis¬ 
play  of  unarmed  combat,  the 
use  of  swords,  spears,  staffs, 
axes,  sticks  and  halberds  is 
common. 

2.  The  “wild  west”  variety | 
which  takes  place  from  the 
end  of  the  19th  century  up  to 
and  including  the  war  with 
Japan  in  World  War  II.  Here 
the  stress  is  on  bare-handed 
combat  but  feudal  weapons  as 
well  as  occasional  pistols, 
rifles  and  automatic  weapons 
are  used.  This  sub-genre  is 
not  unlike  the  American 
“cowboy”  films. 

3.  The  modern-day  variety 
also  stresses  bare-handed 
combat.  This  variety  gener¬ 
ally  takes  place  in  contem¬ 
porary  Hong  Kong,  Taiwan, 
the  Phillipines  or  Thailand. 
The  common  themes  are  cops 
and  robbers,  gangsters, 
drug-smugglers  and  street 
gang  feuds. 
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—  Camera  Techniques  — 

In  kung-fu  films,  simple, 
camera  techniques  are  stan¬ 
dard.  Ordinary  medium  shots 
are  used  for  exposition.  The 
fast  zoom  lens  is  used  to  place 
the  scene  or  at  those  moments 
when  there  is  a  climax  to  the 
action.  Semi-dark  interiors 
for  sinister  scenes  and  slow- 
motion  action  for  flashy 
techniques  are  generally 
employed. 

The  plots  are  usually 
simplistic.  The  viewer  always 
knows  who  are  the  “good 
guys”  and  the  “bad  guys.” 
The  hero  is  usually  a  simple 
country  boy,  a  street  ghetto 
fighter,  an  orphan  raised  by  a 
martial  arts  master  or  a 


knight  from  a  noble  aristo 
cratic  family  in  the  sword- 
variety.  Sometimes  a  woman 
is  in  the  heroic  lead,  such  as 
Angela  Mao  in  “Lady  Kung- 
Fu.” 

The  bad  guys  or  villains  are 
generally  imperialist  over- 
lords  (Japanese  invaders),  an 
organized  crime  “godfather,” 
street  hoodlums,  corrupted 
police  officers,  or  rival  mar¬ 
tial  arts  masters. 


In  kung-fu  films,  the  audi¬ 
ence  is  given  the  opportunity 
to  personalize  the  enemy’s 
defeat  and  demise.  It  is  not 
hard  to  identify  with  the  hero 
who,  alone  and  despite  tre¬ 
mendous  odds  (with  a  mini¬ 
mal  dependency  on  tech¬ 
nological  weaponry)  destroys 
the  evil-doers  to  restore  peace 
and  justice.  A  deep  visceral

Americans  made  so  little  pro¬ 
gress  in  fifty-four  years? 

Asian  media  stereotypes  in 
America  have  been  offensive 
and  insulting  to  Asian- 
Americans  for  a  very  long  time. 
And  unfortunately  there  is  lit¬ 
tle  evidence  of  positive  change 
or  consciousness  by  non- Asians 
of  these  old  stereotypes  in 
America. 

Yet  how  often  today  do  you 
see  white  actors  put  on  “black¬ 
face”? 

There  are  three  major  objec¬ 
tions  to  the  Chalie  Chan  phe¬ 
nomenon: 

1.  The  use  of  a  Caucasian  actor 

2.  Demeaning  stereotypes 

3.  Lack  of  diverse  role-models 
in  the  mass  media 

The  third  objection  has  the 
greatest  universal  validity  in 
terms  of  fair  play  and  equal 
access. 

The  use  of  a  Caucasian  actor 
per  se  to  protray  an  Asian  is  not 
in  itself  an  artistic  travesty,  but 
the  use  of  Caucasian  actor  in 
lieu  of  available  talented  Asian 
actors  who  are  under  or  unem¬ 
ployed  is  questionable. 

The  use  of  a  demeaning  stere¬ 
otype  is  however  a  more  com¬ 
plex  issue.  Surely  there  are 
Asian  men  around  who  have  a 
speech  pattern  similar  to 
Charlie  Chan  just  as  there  are 
blacks  who  tap  dance,  eat  huge 
watermelons  and  have  big  rol¬ 
ling  eyes.  Racial  or  ethnic  stere¬ 
otypes  are  generally  rooted  in 
some  real-life  situation  in  the 
past  or  present,  thus  stere¬ 
otypes  may  contain  some  grain 
of  truth  or  reality  to  them.  But 
the  near  exclusive  use  of  these 
stereotypes  is  not  only  offen¬ 
sive,  but  are  psychologically

The  chronic  and  myopic  use

In  America,  a  suntanned 
look  is  considered  healthy 
and  attractive,  and,  in  fact, 
exposure  to  sunlight  is  im¬ 
portant  for  good  health.

vere  sunburns  which  affect 
massive  areas,  nausea, 
increased  heart  rate  or 
chills  occur  and  require 
medical  attention.  One 
should  be  aware  that  irre¬ 
versible  skin  damage  may 
occur  from  prolonged  sun 
exposure,  e.g.  premature 
aging  and  skin  cancer. 

Certain  drugs  such  as 
sulfonamides,  sulfonylu- 
reas  (Orinase,  Diabenese), 
thiazide  diuretics  and  tetra¬ 
cyclines  may  affect  skin  re¬ 
action  to  sun  rays.  So  per¬ 
sons  who  are  taking  such 
drugs  should  be  cautioned 
against  excess  sun  expo¬ 
sure.  Another  cause  of  sen¬ 
sitivity  to  light  are  nutri¬ 
tional  deficiencies. 

There  are  many  commer¬ 
cial  products  on  the  market 
for  prevention  of  sunburns. 
The  most  effective  sun¬ 
screening  agents  contain 
PABA  (Para-aminobenzoic 
acid)  such  as  Pabanol,  Pre¬ 
sun  and  Blockout.  People 
with  very  sun  sensitive  skin 
may  require  an  opaque 
screen  e.g.  Reflecta  and 
Covermark.

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Second  Annual  Dragon  Boat 
Festival  draws  20,000 


The  Boston  Dragon  Boat 
Festival  appears  to  be  on  its 
way  to  becoming  a  major  Boston 
summer  festival,  given  the  huge 
crowd  that  sat  enthralled  in 
front  of  the  Hatch  Shell  wat¬ 
ching  performances  of  Chinese 
dance  and  Kung  fu  and 
thousands  more  who  cheered  as 
the  dragon  boats  raced  on  the 
Charles,  Saturday,  June  14, 

The  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  estimates  about 
20,000  people  showed  up  on  the 
near  perfect  summer  day. 


Despite  over  crowding  on  the 
small  dock  where  the  dragon 
boats  were  pulled  from  the 
water  and  their  crews  changed, 
the  races  went  off  like 
clockwork.  After  three  smartly 
contested  races  the  overall  win¬ 
ner  was  the  crew  from 
Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  rowing  the  boat 
with  a  dragon  head  made  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Chinese 
Cultural  Association.  Second 
place  was  Tufts  College, 
pushing  a  dragon  head  made  by 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 


ment  Council  and  third  place 
went  to  the  Massachusetts  Col¬ 
lege  of  Art  men’s  team  who 
made  their  own  dragon  head. 

Nancy  Sato,  one  of  this  year’s 
organizers,  said  the  whole 
festival  was  “fantastic”. 

With  only  eight  main  coor¬ 
dinators  and  volunteers 
sometimes  grabbed  up  along  the 
way,  Sato  said  the  orderly 
crowd  was  not  only  responsive 
but  clean.  “When  I  was  picking 
up  trash  afterwards  I  didn’t 
have  much  to  do.  Every  was 
very  cooperative.’’ 


Sato  said  she  was  impressed 
with  the  numbers  of  non- 
Chinese  at  the  festival.  “Many 
had  never  seen  so  many  Chinese 
before  in  their  lives,”  Sato  said. 
“They  were  really  impressed 
with  the  talent  and  with  the  arts 
and  crafts  booths.” 

Sato,  suffering  a  little  from 
what  might  be  called  post¬ 
festival  exhustion,  said  that 
with  more  volunteers  “we  can 
do  it  again.  The  problem  is  fun¬ 
ding.” 

Chinatown  Little  City  Hall 
Manager  S.K.  Lowe,  who  found 


about  $4,500  of  the  $6,000 
festival  cost,  said  most  of  the 
mondy  was  raised  by  selling  ads 
in  the  festival  booklet,  4000  of 
which  were  printed  and 
distributed  free. 

Lowe  said  he  intends  to  speak 
with  city  officials  to  see  if  City 
Hall  can’t  provide  some  of  the 
funding  for  next  year’s  dragon 
boat  festival. 

“If  I’m  still  working  at  Little 
City  Hall  next  year,”  Lowe  said, 
“I  guarantee  there  will  be  a 
Third  Annual  Dragon  Boat 
Festival.  And  it  will  be  better.”

satisfaction  is  easily  availa¬ 
ble  to  the  movie  viewer  who 
sees  the  hero  emerge  the  vic¬ 
tor. 

This  availability  of  visceral 
satisfaction  will  also  illus¬ 
trate  why  large  numbers  of 
blacks  and  Hispanics  (includ¬ 
ing  many  lower-class  whites) 
as  well  as  Chinese  and  other 
Asians  are  attracted  to 
kung-fu  movies.  It  is  clear 
that  those  who  represent  the 
most  oppressed  sections  of 
American  society  obtain  tre¬ 
mendous  satisfaction,  indeed 
enjoyment,  in  watching  an 
evil-doer  being  demolished  by 
the  kung-fu  hero.  Having  so 
few  real  heroes  presented  to 
them  in  the  media,  it  would 


appear  a  natural  tendency  for 
oppressed  minorities  to 
strongly  identify,  subcon¬ 
sciously  or  consciously,  with 
the  kung-fu  hero. 

—  Why  They  Go  — 

There  are  basically  three 
rationales  that  Chinese- 
Americans  give,  in  inter¬ 
views,  for  going  to  kung-fu 
movies. 

1.  Positive  entertainment 
and  moral  guidance. 

2.  Excellent  technical  in¬ 
structions. 

3.  Cultural  identification 
and  affirmation. 

The  first  argument  basi¬ 
cally  states  that  these  films, 
with  all  their  gratuitous  vio¬ 


lence  and  bloodletting,  pro¬ 
vide  a  needed  catharsis  for 
the  Chinese  to  escape  from 
the  reality  of  modern  Ameri¬ 
can  life,  which  entails  racial 
discrimination,  socio-econom¬ 
ic  poverty  and  cultural  alie¬ 
nation.  This  argument  would 
assume  that  Chinese  people 
should  try  to  “escape”  from- 
their  condition  in  contempor¬ 
ary  American  society 
through  a  cinematic  cathar¬ 
sis.  The  simplistic,  moralistic 
and  emotionally  manipula¬ 
tive  qualities  found  in  these 
Hong  Kong  or  Taiwan-made 
kung-fu  films  may  not  aid  in 
preparing  Chinese  people 
with  the  tools  to  face  up  to  the 
arduous  task  of  effectively 
coping  with  the  immensely 
complex  nature  of  a  cultur¬ 
ally  pluralistic  society  like 
America.  Within  the  context 
of  entertainment  and  moral 
guidance,  kung-fu  movies 
may  be  perceived  as  “opiates 
of  the  people”  comparable  in 
many  ways  to  the  black 
exploitation  films  of  the  early 
1970’s. 

In  kung-fu  movies,  the  sex- 
iual  mores  and  norms  ex- 
ipressed  are  essentially  puri¬ 
tanical  and  repressive. 
Heroes  rarely  get  sexually 
involved  with  women.  Single 
women  are  either  virgins  or 
whores.  The  villains  often 
have  insatiable  sexual  appe¬ 
tites.  Homosexuality  is  a 
taboo  subject  for  the  most 
part. 

—  Quality  of  Martial  Arts  — 

The  second  argument  em¬ 
phasizes  the  technical  quality 
of  the  martial  arts  displayed 
in  these  films.  This  argument 
is  commonly  used  by  Chinese 
who  are  active  kung-fu  prac¬ 
titioners,  90  percent  of  whom 
are  male.  This  argument  has 
some  merit  since  the  actors  in 
these  films  are  versed  in  the 
martial  arts.  But  one-argu¬ 
ment  breaks  down  when  we 
see  that:  One,  the  techniques 
often  demonstrated  in  these 


films  are  inappropriate  to  the 
combat  needs  of  everyday 
modern  life.  Two,  the  use  of 
trampolines,  optical  tricks, 
unrealistic  choreography  and 
other  gimmicks  negate  the 
instructional  values  of  the 
fighting  techniques. 

The  third  argument  is  that 
the  kung-fu  movies  express 
and  faciltate  cultural  iden¬ 
tification  and  solidarity  much 
needed  by  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
cans,  especially  males  since 
they  get  little  validation  from 
the  white-dominated  Ameri¬ 
can  media,  according  to  some 
Asian-American  writers. 

This  Chinese  hero  role- 
model  argument  at  first 
seems  to  have  some  strong 
merits  since  the  issue  of 
ethnic  role  models  in  the 
American  media  has  been  a 
major  topic  of  discussion 
among  educators,  social  sci¬ 
entists,  youth  specialists  and 
concerned  parents  over  the 
past  ten  years. 

However,  this  ethnic  role- 
model  has  a  number  of  dif¬ 
ficulties: 

1.  Most  of  these  kung-fu  films 
are  in  the  Mandarin  dialect 
Iwhile  most  of  the  Chinese- 
Americans  speak  the  Can¬ 
tonese  dialect  whether  they 
are  native  or  foreign-born. 
Most  distributors  however 
provide  English  and  Chinese 
subtitles  in  their  films. 

2.  The  action  in  these  kung-fu 
films  purportedly  takes  place 
in  pre-Communist  China  or  in 
other  parts  of  Asia.  Rarely  do 
these  films  deal  with  prob¬ 
lems  faced  by  Chinese  living 
in  America. 

3.  The  issue  of  Mao  Tse-Tung, 
the  People’s  Republic  of 
China  and  Chinese  Com¬ 
munism  is  avoided  because  of 
corporate  directives  reflect¬ 
ing  local  Hong  Kong  censor¬ 
ship  as  well  as  the  political 
climate  of  the  countries  (often 
known  as  “Free  Asia”)  where 
most  of  these  films  are  dis¬ 
tributed. 


4.  The  sheer  fantasy  and  ex¬ 
treme  violence  of  these  kung- 
fu  films  make  them  highly 
questionable  educational 
tools  for  Chinese- Americans. 
The  avenging  hero  themes  in 
these  films  do  little  to  encour¬ 
age  the  development  of  ra¬ 
tional  discussion  and 
dialogue  for  coping  with  an 
increasingly  complex  world. 
The  revengg/feud  mentality 
can  having  devastating  ef¬ 
fects  on  the  Chinese-Amer- 
ican  communities.  An  unfor¬ 
tunate  example  of  this  men¬ 
tality  can  be  found  in  the 
Chinese  immigrant  “ghetto” 
youth  gangs  that  plague 
America’s  Chinatowns.  These 
youth  gang  members  are 

'  some  of  the  most  devoted  fans 
of  the  kung-fu  movies  — 
where  the  hero  as  avenging 
warrior  is  the  predominant 
theme. 

5.  The  emphasis  on  tradi¬ 
tional  neo-Confucian  values 
such  as  family  honor,  filial  pi¬ 
ety,  authority  and  obedience, 
saving  “face,”  emotional  con¬ 
trol,  reticence,  etc.,  commonly 
found  in  these  kung-fu  films 
seriously  clash  with  the  val¬ 
ues  of  individualism,  expres¬ 
siveness  and  spontaneity 
stressed  by  many  American 
mental  health  professionals.
